Nerva was declared emperor by the Roman Senate the same 
day that Domitian was assassinated. Because he lacked military 
experience himself, and because the soldiers had no say in his 
elevation, they resented his rule and lacked confidence that he 
would provide for them in the form of land allotments or mon- 
etary benefits upon their retirement. The reverse of this coin with 
its call for military harmony (CONCORDIA EXERCITVVM) 
was an attempt to placate the soldiers and illustrates Nerva’s 
appreciation of the very central and powerful role that the legions 
had come to play in Roman politics by this time. For all its intu- 
itiveness, however, the propaganda proved ineffective. In 97 the 
Praetorian Guard assaulted the imperial palace and seized the 
weak emperor, holding him hostage until he was forced to give 
into their demands. Realizing that his position was untenable, 
Nerva shortly thereafter adopted the capable general, Trajan, as 
his successor, and all but abdicated.

Each 
denomination was double in value of the previous denominations 
so the coins in circulation ranged from 20 to 640 Reis. In 1809, 
Brazil started striking the 960 Reis on the Hispanic 8 Reales, 
which had just begun circulating in Brazil when the Portuguese 
Crown was transferred to the Brazilian colony to escape the 
Napoleonic invasion. Starting in 1834, Brazil, now an indepen- 
dent empire, attempted a new monetary system nicknamed the 
Cruzado (mainly due to inflation and the need for coins of higher 
values). With odd denominations of 100, 200, 400, 800, and 1200 
Reis, this Cruzado system was rejected by the Brazilian population 
as they continued to use the older coins. Consequently, instead 
of increasing mintages, the Empire created a whole new mon- 
etary system that was established in 1849. With more “standard” 
denominations of 100, 200, 500, 1000, 2000 Reis, the new system 
was a quick success and remained in place until the Cruzeiro 
monetary reform in 1942.

Group of 1840 Cuerdale Hoard Pennies & Deniers 





21617 Viking Kingdom of York “Cunetti” & Carolingian Lot. A rare opportunity to acquire a wonderful group of 22 coins from the Cuerdale Hoard, 
discovered in Lancashire, England, in 1840, along with accompanying historical documents relating to the coins. Buried in a lead chest sometime 
around 905 AD, this famous hoard of the Viking Age consisted of some thousand ounces of silver ingots and more than 7,000 coins, including 
about 5,000 recently minted pennies of the Viking kingdoms of York and East Anglia, another thousand varied Anglo-Saxon pennies, as well 
as a thousand mostly Carolingian and Scandinavian medieval coins. It was a treasure lost by a warrior or by a village during war, or possibly 
by a caravan conveying it overland from York to Dublin. Scholars tend to believe the latter scenario. It was the largest Viking hoard ever found 
in the British Isles. On May 15, 1840, a group of workmen discovered the lead chest on the banks of the River Ribble near Preston, Lancashire, 
and turned it over to the landowner. The laborers were allowed to keep one coin each. The rest of the find was turned over to the local bailiff 
under the Treasure Trove act, which declared any such discoveries to be the property of Queen Victoria as Duchess of Lancaster; the Duchy then 
passed the entire treasure over to the British Museum for examination, and most of the hoard was retained by the museum. The balance of the 
treasure was returned to the landowner, who distributed it among its finders and retained some for himself. The Cuerdale Hoard is still today the 
source of most known examples of the coinage of the Viking Kingdom of York. It has long been speculated by scholars that the mysterious legend 
CVNNETTI and its variants on these coins could be the Latinized rendering of the Viking leader Hunedeus, who once held power at York during 
the Dark Ages. In truth, little is known factually about who issued these classic medieval coins, and they remain objects of study and speculation. 


Along with the hoard, the purchaser will receive two historic documents related to the hoard and to these particular coins from it, an early 20th- 
century letter from noted collector Helen Farquhar (1859-1953) to George C. Brooke of the British Museum, and an earlier letter of 1862 from Sir 
David Dundas (1803-77) to the Hon. Mary Scarlett-Campbell concerning inheritance of these coins. These are of interest for establishing prov- 
enance of this group. Also included are some early envelopes in which the coins were once stored with handwritten notations. 


The coins themselves are in varied condition, essentially as found in the hoard, and consist of 19 pennies that are variants on $993 and N501, 
all struck circa 898-915, as well as 3 Carolingian deniers of Charles the Bald (840-877), Melle Mint (Depeyrot-626). Several pennies are superb, 
others are typical, a few have cracks, one is split. The deniers are on broad flans and generally exceptional, albeit a few cracks exist. All are charm- 
ing and completely original. Each coin is illustrated and fully attributed on accompanying inserts. All in all, this is an extraordinary opportunity 
for study and to acquire historic coins from the finest of all possible sources. (Total: 22 coins)

The surfaces are almost flawless and the coin shimmers with 
eye appeal. The portrait is exquisite and delicately frosted, as are 
the legends and shield. Delicate copper toning is detectible in a 
few tiny areas, indicative of genuineness, as is the rim, which is 
slightly beveled and, by the left two digits of the date, has a 5mm 
run of extra metal that is also shown in the Wilson & Rasmussen 
plate coin (page 128), which is from the British Museum. A faint 
lint mark wiggles through the jewels on the left top of the crown 
and touches the rim. That the coin is bent seems problematic for 
NGC but in reality this is probably a quality of manufacture, as 
the edge is plain but was created from an unfinished or unpol- 
ished collar resembling the fillet-collars used on Renaissance-era 
proofs. The cataloguer feels that this coin is decidedly choice. 


As a pattern this coin is both a great rarity and fascinating. The 
earliest guineas of George III are all very rare, in fact among the 
most difficult of all guineas to own in high grade. Mintages were 
small at the beginning of the reign, and it is evident that the king 
was not easy to please in presenting his effigy in gold: three vari- 
ants on his bust appear among the issued coins just in the first 
four years of minting (1761, 1763, 1764 and 1765). Patterns of 1761 
came from three artists. The accepted design that saw sizable 
commercial mintages (the 4th head beginning in 1774) was based 
on the 1765 pattern by Thomas Pingo (W&R90), modified in 
1773 (W&R92). It was not particularly flattering to the king but 
it did capture the spirit of its age with its suggestion of a periwig 
so in fashion at the time and was also a dignified portraiture. In 
marked contrast were the patterns of Richard Yeo (W&R84-89), 
which were starkly realistic but very unflattering to the king. 
Tanner's pattern of 1761, this coin, presented a truly regal image 
of the king, very much resembling a marble bust of a Roman 
emperor, and it is surprising that it was rejected as Tanner was 
an old hand at his craft by this time. Only a few were ever struck. 
This piece is one of the finished-dies pieces, from which the two 
extra curls were removed (as seen on W&R82). It is magnificently 
engraved, truly an historic piece of numismatic art.

The defaulting Bidder is liable to 
pay any difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and 
the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price of the lot(s) less 
the 10% seller's commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction.

The arbitrator’s award may 
be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction. Any party on any claim involving the purchase 
or sale of numismatic or related items may elect arbitration through binding PNG arbitration. 
Any claim must be brought within one (1) year of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation 
or the claim is waived. This agreement and any claims shall be determined and construed under 
Texas law. The prevailing party (party that is awarded substantial and material relief on its claim 
or defense) may be awarded its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. 
Any dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without 
involvement or responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether 
the successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees 
that all disputes in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms 
and Conditions and purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to 
the arbitration provision.
